Church were to receive them, they 
would not re-ordain them. 


“Firff, Ido:nor find, that it has yer 
been try’d, as to. a Man ordain’d in 
this Manner; nor do I take it for 

ranted. . 
Secondly, Neither does the Chur¢h of 
England; or any Proteftant Church 
in Europe, re-ordain a 'Popifh Prief, 
and yer they will not be content,, 
that.the Popifb Bifhop fhall imme- 
raga ordain Proteftant .Mini- 
fers. 


‘But—let us enquire a little into the. 
Authority.of the Powers depofing thefe 
Bifhops in Scotland, and if it fhould ap- 
pear, that by the fame Power which 
they granted themfelves to be erected 
upon Qua Bifbop, they were again pull'd

down, then it mruft follow, that they 
ec by that Power fo effectually be 
depos'd; as not to retain any Legal 
Authority to conftitute a Minifter. 

I know, it is alledg’d in England, that 
the Supremacy of the King or Queen 
ever the Church is fubordinate to the 

‘Headfhip and Sovereignty of Jefus 
 Chrift, who is allow’d to be the Head 
of the Church; and therefore it,is ex- 
pre(s'd in the Colle&, which mentions 
the Supremacy in all Caufes, and over 
all Perfons, &c. next and immediately 
under Thee-and thy Chrifty ee Head 
and Governour : And in this Café the 
—. Church of England, asall other Churches 
in the World, excepe, the Inffance I am 
iypon, have fome relerv’d Rights and 
fome Independency, which the Sove- 
reign cannot. interfere with+= W hether 
the Scots Epifcopacy can claim this or. no, 
I fhall leave to the A&t of Parliamenr, 
by which they. were eftablifh’d, to de- 
terinine, which really and abfolutely 
feems to. found: its whole. Hierarchy. in 
the abfolute Will and Donnniiin of the 
King, as may be feen in the Statute, to 
which I refer, as follows, in thefeWords. 
FORASMUCH «as, the Ordering and 
Difpofing f the External Goverzment and 
Policy of the Church doth properly belong 
to bis Majefty, a an INHERENT RIGHT 
a of the Crown, by Virtue of hw Royal; Pre- 
yogative and Supremacy in Caufes Ecclefi- 
aftical———Be it Enacted, &c.— Vide 
1 AG, 2 Seffion, 1 Parl, Cha, II. 1662. 
Now, if thefe Gentlemen in Scotland 

acknowledge the whole External Go- 
| yernment and Policy of the Church, to 
be vefted in the Crown by an Inherent 
; Right They have actually given 
up the Divinity.of the Inftiution, and. 
the Crown, by w omfoever -pofleis'd, 
has an Inherent Right to difpofe,' not 
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the Bithops only, but even Epifcopacy it 
felf—and to erect Presbyterian, or any 
other Church Government, the King 
or Queen fhould pleafe. 

If this be not granted, why then did 
they accept of being'reftor’d ia Scotland. 
in fuch Terms, and why did they claim 
to come into the Church there by Vir- 
tue of the King’s Right, rather than 
that of GOD Almighty’s? Indeed I 
muft own, as this was vefting the Crown 
in a moft Tyrannick Power over the 
Church of Chrift, fo it feems, as if 
nothing but a Tyrannick Ufurpation up- 
on the Kingdom and Authoricy of Jefus 
Chrift could be a proper Foundation 
for fuch a Kind of Hierarchy. 

But be thet as it will; this is cer. 
tain, that here is the abfolute Inherent 
Right of the Crown, to the ferting 1ip 
what Church-Governmene it fhould 
pleafe, Recogniz’d by the Epiftopal Efta- 
blifomene.:. From whence I draw afew 
fhort Inferences, which tome feem ra- 
tional; if thofe Gentlemen do not think. 
fo, { hope, they will excufe me in gi- 
ving my Opihion. |

was no Wrong done to any Body in 
Seoland, for beimg done by the Crown, 
oz, King and Parliament, ic’ mutt be.
